Tile oiitciime may prove a death blow 
to th" kiiiLiit-. but at the same time it 
is a viiidii .It ii 111 of the ( 'iiservatism 
and iirudeace of the Federation. It 
was loniieil t'l prevent strikes instead of 
liromotiiii; tlieiii, and ill the tirst cause 
on which Its supreme tribunal iias l>een 
railed to -i; in ,)udj,'iiient it h.i> demon - 
Htrate<l it intention of liviii;; witl:iii its 
laws. And yet, it w;v.s only after a 
warm siniK^de that the conservatives 
jirevailed as u^rainst the snjijiorters of 
war to the knife. 

When the me'iiberH of the conncil 
came to>;eiiier ycisterday e\ ery man was 
deteiiiniUMl that the issue must be faced 
witliout further delay. 

The roiK)rt of the committee was 
taken up anddeliafed in detail. Downey, 
of (.'hicago, one of the representatives of 
the Switi'iimen'H union, distinguished 
hiuit»tdf by a two-hours' speech in which 
he brougui sledge hammer aiKUment** 
to Ilea r iixaintit tlie projiosition to em- 
broil the united orderH in a strike, and 
there was no hwk of sjx-akers on the 
Otlier side. and debate w.-i.^ed at 
times e\ceedin>jly warm and la---t«'<l for 
nearly live li.iiiis. Kin. illy a \ot«' was 
reached. .Iu.--t how it rt».-ulted numer- 
ically is Known only to the del,-^iites, 
and will HpiK-ar only in the uecret rec- 
oroH of the order, while the fomisr STS 
as titrht ini'Utheii clams. 

It is brli. ved. howfjver, that the three 
delegates from tlio .Swucliiueirs union, 
two friHu the Conductors", two from the 
Trainmen's an-! one from the Firemen's 
voted in the negative. Thin would make 
the vote s to i, and it require.! the vot<' 
of two of the thri'e m'.'ml)erk tepreseiit- 
iiig each order to decide whicii way that 
orgaiii/.atioii sliould vote. !iut it also re- 
(juired a umiiiiiiiini> \ule of all four 
or<lers iiefoiva strike could !»• ordered. 
Hence even had reprt-seiitat 1 Ves of the 
three orders be<'n in favor of liacking 
the kiiiglits by a general tie up, the tsolid 
ojip' psit !■ ill of the tlireo swittlinieti would 
have defe.ited the purpose. As it was, 
the friends of jjeace had enough vot^'H U> 
spare. The delegnles breatliecl a sii^li of 
relief after the I'rucial te>t h;id lu'en aji- 
lilied, ;iuii tiieii proceede(l with .alacriiy 
to prepare .a general statement foi- the 
pnldic reg.ariiing the stiiKe. and the 
position of the Federati( 111 in the atl'air. 

This occuiiied coiisidi rable lime and 
then atiuther dela te was precipitated by 
the iiitroducti.iii of a resolution so 
I hanging the Constitution as to ii ipure 
a two-tiiilds v<ite of the orgaiii/.al i<iii 
embraced under tile constitution to de- 
clare a strike instead of a unanimous 
Vote i,s ill present. In -uiiport of the 
Iiropo-iiiii.iii strong arguments were 
maue. It was declared that it was al- 
liioM an utter im;iossil)ility to order a 
strike as lln' consi i, ntion now stood, and 
it was urnecl thai t he .inu'iidm.'iM pro- 
posed Will. ill not ill any wa\ cliali^e the 
calcnlaliiig dispositinn ot tlieiiiemlier- 
shiji, or ni.ike strikes any more frequent 
than lliey are under tiie existing icde 
but talk was of no avail for t he iiropo- 
bitioii on being put to a vote wa.s de- 
feated, making another Tiotory for the 

C'oii^ervat i\ es. 

The loil..,ving resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: -That the action of 
rresideiil I-'. 1', Sargent, Vice I'resideiit 
a. \\ . Howard. aii<l brothers S. H. Wil- 
kesiilial;d I'.'.iuk Sweeney, of supreme 
council, ill I e--poliilillg to tile request (jf 
(ieiieral Ma-lev \Vorkmaii I'owderly, 
confer with him and the general e.xecii- 
ti\e board of I he K nights of Laic 'r in 
the iiiattei iif till- strike now in 

iiiMgi' -s on the New York < 'eiitral ainl 
ludsii;, railiojid iiieets with onr he.irty 
ainiroval. a nd bal ing perle t faith in 
his inl -g:iiy a- well .1 tin'ir abili;y to 
comprelieiid situations, we leromiiiend 
their labors as eminently' worthy, not 
only of cair appieci.iii in, but of the 
great <irders tlie^- so abiy represented. 
Willi this dis]i. isi'd of the business for 
viiich the supreme council had lieen 
called together Was comiileted and it 
<jnly rei'iained t > ailojit votes of thanks 
to the liolel ])idprii'tor ami oilier citi- 
zens who.se hosjiitalltit s had been e.v- 
teiided. 

At <i o'clock, after a .session of nearly 
ten hours, the twelve men, iooking tie- 
cid dly weary, but yet cheerful over tlie 
hiial conclusion of their Isbon, emerged 
from the club rooiiiu. 

it WM^ .ninoiincetl that the report to 
the imbliC Would not ho given out until 
U o'clock, and this waH taken in some 
qiiurterH as iiidiiating that the l ouncii 
had decided upon one steii m anothi^r 
which it proposed to consumm.ile in the 
int«rveniui{ tbr*>e liours. This notion, 
however, wsm ditiQeUed by the d.eiuttl of 



Oraad Secretary Detw, Who, rsptyiBff to 

oth^ qneotions, said: 

"The question of rendering financial 
Buppi irt to t he striking Knignt« of Latior 
was not considered in Miv form. That 
is .something with which we have 
nothiiiK to do. We lisve given them 
onr moral support and we can go no 
further. If any of the separate orders 
composing the Federation want to awist 
the kniglita financially they are at lib- 
erty to do it. As a matter of fact the 
knights have not asked for anything of 
the kind, and I believe that Mr. Pow- 
derly will be iwtisfied with oar decision, 
and I certainly do not bsUsve that he 
expected xu to order a strike in behalf 
of Ilia men. What any other membern 
of the executive board may have 
thought or naid is another matter 
with whicii we have nothing to do," 

"The position of the strikers who are 
memhoi s of the Federation and also of 
the Knights of Labor," continued Debs, 
"is just liiis: By utriliing they have ac- 
knowledged their allegiance to the 
knigUts and to that body thev mnstlook 
for r UM^iort, not having acted under onr 
CO,! St .lution or by our orders >ve cannot 
1: Ip them. They violated our laws in 
stnkin;;. allhough we condlnde that, 
ii.i.ing ..ub.rLHiuently obtained the sanc- 
tion of the executive board of the 
knighte their actions were legalized by 
that body. This ijeing so, however, we 
could not take up or dWnm the legality 
I )f their grievances. This e»|ieci»lly ap- 
plies to tn ■ cases of tha metn tiers of the 
Switchmen's union at Boffulo, who 
St ruck eatirely uiion their own responsi- 
bilitv." 

"Does this action dose the connection 
of the Federation with the Central 
strike," Mr. Debs was asked. 

"That," he replied, "is a qnestion that 
can't be answered at this time. The 
council had atUoamed snbject to the 
call of the chair. New developments, 
com]ilications, or entanglements are 
likely to ariue at any time. Some of oar 
Hremeu. for instauoe, may be asked to 
take the places of the strikers. Should 
they refnoa, then they may be dis- 
I'harged. In such an fvent the services 
of toe supreme body would again bs 
calle«i into play." 

While this oonnrersation was in pro* 
gress, Chief Bargwt had harried to the 
telegraph office With a' dispatch ad- 
dreesea to Ifr. Powderly. It oqntained 
cold comfort for the grand master work' 
man. This is how it read: 

The supreme council adjourned tbii 
afternoon after carefully considering the 
strike in all its details. You will notice 
tlie result of oar deliberations in to- 
nigut's dispatches, which it is hoped will 
meet your approval. The committee was 
nnaniinous in endorsing your proposit ion 
and the proposition of the grand execu- 
tive hoard and most earnestly li<>|ie that 
the right of whieli yuu are 1 he c.haiupiuD 
ill the (.'leat fonllii t ill the New York (.'en- 
tral iiiav linallv ami powi rl'nllv Ijd^vuil.

.Mr. Pow ill i ly eoiiiprehendiiig the pur- 
]iiise of Waller Webb, vice president of 
the company, to make war upon tlit 
Knights of Labor and ultimately iijion all 
labor orgaiii/.at ions rejireseiited on liie 
road, sought a conference willi tht 
supreme e.uiiicil of the United Order ol 
Hail\v,iy Kiuphiyes. The request of Mr. 
Powderly w as granted to the extent that 
lour mi-miier.s of the council, thechiet 

e\ecuti\e ol the Keileratioli, met him in 
llie cil.\ ol IJr.lfalo, vi/: F. 1'. .Sargent, 
grand nmster ut the iirot lierliood of l.,uco- 
moiive Firemen and president of th« 
siipretne cuiineil; George W. Howard, 
uraiid ehief of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
\\ ,iy Conductors atid president of tb« 
supreme council; S. K. Wilkinson, grand 
iiiiuiter of the Brotherhoo<l of Railway 
I'ralnnien, and Frank Sweeney, grand 
master of the Switchmen's Mutual Aid 
as.suclation. 

At the conference with Mr. Powderly at 
liiitfalu the nienitiersof thesupreme coun- 
cil I. >eeamu satisfied that tbe ollicials of 
the road hy every consideration of fair and 
hoiuirahle treatment of labor orKanisa- 
tioiiH Hiiould meet Mr. Powderly and 
adopt some just plan for tlie adjustment 
ol the grievance of the striking employes. 
This coiK iiisioii haviii'4 been reached the 
iiieiiihers of the supreme council in re- 
sponse to the request of Mr. Powderly ex- 
tended t heir journey to the city of New 
York to afford such aid as was in their 
power to bring uhout a settlement be- 
tween Waller Webb, third vice president 
of t he >'iiiiip.in.\ . I hat olhcial hav ing full 
aiithiiiit v ill all matters pertaining to the 
strike, ami I'. V PiivMlerly, ueiieial mas- 
ter workniiin oi i In- Knights of Labor, 
CK^iiiglhe itullhirhj lo iie^oti.iie such 
ari.iiigemeni s ;is iiiii;hl eiiil the ilispnte. 

A II ini erview ha\ ing Ill-en secured, .Mr. 
l'o\Mlerl\ sought to have ( he discluii Ki d 
men heard in ilieir own duleiisu iu tbe 



presence of Mr. Webb and himself. This 
fair and lioimrahle propositioD of that 
trouble, all of which were refused on the 
part of Mr. Webb. Tbe members of the 
(uprenie conncil, while in Buftalo and 
New York, had ample opportunities to 
thoroughly inform ttiemselves upon all 
matters ( iincerning tbe strike. They saw 
and heard both sides, they appreciated the 
gravity of the sttoation, and. Comprehend- 
Ing impending consequences to labor or- 
ganizations, (teemed it advisable to con- 
vene the supreme council for delit^ratinn, 
and such conclusion as facts would .. ar- 
rant. In response to the order of . F. P. 
Bargent, president of the supreme council, 
ibat body was convened tn the dty of 
ferre Hante, Ind., on Saturday, the 93d 
>f August, and remained in session ontll 
feoon on Monday, the 3ftth. 

In making their report to the conncil 
its members who went to New York to 
:;onfer with Mi*- Powderly found all the 
statements made by him fully corrobo- 
rated by the facts. In an interview with 
Mr. Webb he refused to entertiUn any 
pmpositlon looking for settlement of the 
iifllculty. He would not arbitrate any 
iiuestton, nor make any explanation or 
concession whatever with regard to the 
iischarged employes. He claimed the 
-ight to discharge employes at will with- 
>ut seeking explanation or giving to the 
victims of his power any reasons for bis 
:lespotic action. He would manage his 
road to suit himself without reference to 
»ny rights claimed by its employes or any 
rights clainiMl by labor organizations to 
interfere in the mattes to protect tluir 
membeiH. The council having heard t he 
• tateiiielits of its members, who had vir- 
ile. 1 New York for the [.iirpose of ,iscer- 
tainiiigthe true cuuditiou oi alf.o ' s, t-.x- 

aaustively discussed every important 
proposition ^nd arrived at conclusion as 

follows: 

First — ^That the [sisjtion of the Knights 
of I^abor, ns set forth by T. Y. i'owderly, 
grand master workman, and the general 
executive hoard of the Knights of I^alxir, 
meets with our unqualified approval. 

•Second— That the conns pursued by II. 
Walter Webb toward Mr. Powderly and 
the Knights of Labor, notwithstanding 
his declarations to tbe contrary, evinces a 
purpose to disrupt and destroy labor or- 
ganuations on the New York Central and 
Hudson railroad, as was done by Austin 
Corbin on the Philadelphia and Reading. 

Third— That the poliey of H. Walter 
Wsbb is despotic to an sxtent that out- 
rages every principle of American citicen- 
ship, and if gsnsially adopted, would, if 
sucocsstal, leaves Amsrlcan workingmen 
to the degraded condition of serfs. ^ 

Fourth— That H. Walter Webb, by tbe 
employment of PlnksrtoB thieves, thugs 
and murderers, vile wretches from the 
slums and brothels of New York and 
other cities, to kill workingmen because 
they dared to protest aKainst his rule, and 
strike for their rights, is guilty of a crime 
of sHcli enormity as will associate to t he 
name of H. Walter Webb forever with 
those who, dressed in a little brief author- 
ity, have used their money to secure 
power to degrade their fellow-men. 

Fifth That tlie efforts now being put 
forth by H. Walter Webb to destroy the 
Knights of Labor would, were tirciiiii 
stances changed, in like immner he made 
to destroy the organizations ol engineers, 
firemen, loiidiictors, trainmen and switch- 
men, and, if successful, it is only a ques- 
tion id time when a similar eti'ort will >)e 
made to seal the fate of other labor organ- 
izations.

employes is iu no .sense a matter of |)iihlie 
coiiceiii; thai he can with impunity dis- 
charge men and remand them to idleness 
and poverty, and render them homeless 
wanderers wit lioui giving ati.v reason or 
explanai ion whatever for his conduct, ilis 
regarding; the fact thai tiie corporal ion for 
which he plays aiiloeial is a thing created 
by laws, in the making of widch, the men 
lie seeks to ile({rade have a voice, >vhich, 
once united, will bring his corporation tn 
the bar of justice, where his millions and 
the other millions he represents, Will 
cease to be potential in directing ques- 
tions of right. 

I n view of the foregoing facts, the su- 
preme coimcil puts upon its record its 
unanimous and unqiialiiied apjimval ul 
the strike on the New York Central and 
Hudson Hlver railroad for the couse set 
forth by T. Y. Powderly, general master 
workman, as also the efforts made by .Mr. 
Powderly to bring the strike to an honor- 
able termination. In tids general e.xpres- 
sinn of upptH>yal of the action of the 
Knights of I.rfibor the course of Vice Pres- 
ident Wehh is as unequivocally con- 
demned. 

The i)ower of the supreme council in the 
matter of the strike has been exerted to 
aid the Knights of liahor, through their 
representatives, to secure the recogni- 
tion of their order by the offlcials of a rich 
and {lowerful corporation, to secure for 
workingmen, tlie victims of autocratic 
power, a hearing, and to perform such 
other kindly olfers as were proper under 
the oircumstiuices, demonstrating sym- 
pathy and good will, thereby aiding the 
knights of Labor to bring the strike to a 
close upou principles of right and Justice. 
In this, the oouucit met withi failure, ow- 
ing to the autocratic attitude of U. Wal- 
ter Webb. 

It now becomes necessary for tbe su- 
preme council to say, that owing to the 
act that the order of the Knights ot 
Ijslior Is not a member of the Federation 
of Railway Employes, the laws of tbe 
supreme council do not permit its doing 
mure than it lias done to aid the Knights 
4.1 Labor, and lt« tpabUity to participate 



otherwise iu the strike is now known 
appreciated by Mr. Powderly. 

Referring to the laws of the snprsms 
coandl relating to strikes, the matter is 
concisely preeented as follows: In the 
first t>lsce if the members of ths organisa- 
tion on any rallrosd has a grisvanes, it !■ 
submitted to the proper olBcers of ths 
road by the local grievance committss. 
In event of failure lo obtain satisfaction 
the ctilef executive olflcer of the order hav* 
Ing the grievance is colled upon, and in 
connection with the committee seeks to 
amicably adjust tbe differences. 

If failure s: ill attends the efforts to ad- 
Just the trouble, then the supreme council 
is convened at the headquarters of the 
railroad oftlcials, with whom a conference 
Is requested and its influence Is excited (0 
obtain a settlement alike and Just to all 
parties. 

If failure still follows efforts to remove 
the cause of complaint, and the council 
by a unanimous vote deciiL>s tlie grievance 
to be of such gravity as to Justify a 
strike, it is prompt ly onlei-ed, in which 
event the nu inbers of liie various organ!* 
cations employed on the road where ths 
grievance e.\isi, vis., hi-enien, conductors, - 
trainmen aud switchmen abandon their 
work. 

In conclusion, the supreme conncil 
places upon its higli appr. elation of the 
manliness of the Kid^'hts of l.abor em- 
ployed on the New a'n.k Central and 
Hudson Hher railro id in strugglltiK to 
maintain a principle sacred to every 
workingman on the conrinent: to all men 
who love j'istice and hope for the trl- 
iimjih of ri^^lit over wrong as flagrant as 
ever stained the pages of history,

Nearly all the nicmiiers of the council 
left for their resijeciive headqnarters on 
the midnight ti tda. By their gentle- 
manly deiu4*an()r, suustantial presence, 
general l ourtesy and conservative bear- 
ing, they created a deciiu dly favorable 
impression. Before leaving Delegate 
Downey, of the Chicago switchmsn, 
said: 

'• We came here in the interests of the 
peoole. whose serva ts we are. We are 
jiaid to serve their interest.s. While iu 
a moral sense we are in syui^iatuy with 
the Knights of Labor, the interests of 
thone to whom we are directly responsi- 
ble governed our action, and no other 
course was open. If we have erred It 
has been with tiie head rather than the 
heart, and we are willing to stand the 
curses of those that disagree with ns." 

"1 lun entiiel • s itislied with the out- 
come." said t ii.i f .Sar:4eat. "There wers 
no kickers xvhen we had finished. If 
any question comes np in the future di- 
rectly atteeting tlie orders in the Feder- 
ation, file Bwiti-linien for instance, we 
will meet it like men. There will be 
no comprumise." 

Several other delegates spoke in the 
same strain. Local Knights of Labor 
are . paralyzed at the result of the ap- 
peal of their chiefs. They had conti- 
dently exiiected that the Federation 
would rush to Powderly's assistance 
througli the medium of a general tie-up 
aud endeavor to bring Webb to terms. 

The cause of tUe men on the Central, 
they say. is a Uwt one, and with the de- 
feat goes ruin of the prestige aud 
strongth of ths order. 

Powderljr KefOM* to Talk. 

Albany, Ang. 86.— A United Prsis 
rspresentatiTe showed ti'rand Mastsr 
workman Powderbr ths dispatch from 
Terre Haute, saying that ths strike 
would not lie ordered oy the Federation. 
Mr. Powderly said that it was the first 
intimation he had received of such ac- 
tion, but declined to talk, aayiug that it 
woold not be policy for him to make 
anv comments abon it until officially 
notifled. He did not seem to be very 
much surprised or downf alien at the rs* 
suit, but went to his supper in good 
spirits. Local labor leaders, however, 
looked very glum and were evidently 
very much displeased at ths action of 
the conncil. 

Secretary Hays said: "If the disiuitch 
is true, it means a single-handed fight 
with the knights doing ths lightimr and 
the other organisations aiding flnan- 
dally." 

At the afternoon meeting of the lead- 
ers and the knights of District Assembly 
240, the twenty men examined wers 
those who were disobanced. All of them 
said thev were thNatened with dis« 
charge if they aid not leave the Knights 
of Labor, (tnperintsndent Bissell nad 
told one man he was discharged for 
working against the interests of ths 
road; afterward saying that meant being 
a knight. 

Mr. Powderly said that the charge 
had been made that the knights had 
been started in this strike by a foreign 
element. He asked those bora in Amer- 
ica to stand un, aud sixty^five men rose. 
Then he asked those who were bom in 
foreign countries, and ten stood np. 
The men were then asked to say what 
kind of men were iu their places, and 
varions bad characters were given; 
many of them being the discharged help 
of other roads. Mr. Powderly and Mr. 
Devlin each gave an explanation of ths 
pofition of the order by sa^nug that the 
rank and file most aid m supplying 
money to conduct tbe strike. 

A rest lution was then adopted calling 
uiHHi the state board of arbitration tO 
arbitrate as thev were paid to do in 
snch cases, and the men were ready for 
such a c«>iirse. The men were encour- 
aged to stand firm. 

A tour through the Delaware and 
Hudson freight yards and houses shows 
that Superiuteudent Hammond's and 
Mr. Farliu's statements that the road it 
in reguhir operation are somewhat col- 
ored. All of the trains that lay on the 
tract- near the freight housq on , Satnr* 
day are still there. No freights of any 
description have gone out of the Qresn 
bland yards towards this city, aud nous 
have been moved from the north. In 
the freight hoitses a few men are busy, 
but no freight of any kind is beingre- 
ceived from Allwuy merchants, xhs 
only trains lieing moved iu the vicinity 
were a few New York Central cars, and 
Central engines were drawing them 
out.

'Wakarlmaseu' 
is ue opposite of ' Wakarimas.' 'Dekimiit,' 
means unlimited potentiality, past, present 
and future, and can ho made toexpres.s 
anything. It also is a whole conjugation 
in itself, and can lie applied tu everything 
and everybody (yourself included). 'Deki 
masen' means, of course, everytlilug that 
'dekimaa' doesn't mean. 'Ka' Is a vocal 
note of Interrogation, and can be tacked 
on to anything.

This system bas taken deep 
root Id all the States of this Union, and bas 
i)ecome an essential fsature in tboir auton- 
omy. It baaeDgraitcdltsetf upon their polley, 
and Is duly proyldod for In their ooostitu* 
tioDS. Happily, the system Is growing with 
tiie growth of the ooantry. aad reeelTlng ln« 
creased eneoamgomeat and support. A wise 
administration of the taws of the land and 
tiie maintenance of good order and bappi- 
nesa rest upon the virtue and Intelllgenee of 
the cltlsen; therefore, the edacatlon of the 
people Is one Ot the highest duties of the 
.'-ilate. Then, the public school MyMtem li the 
eominnii fountain from which the bicher In- 
HtltiiilonH for education draw their malnte- 
nauce, and no step hHckwardHhould l>e taken 
In perleclliii: Its excellencoor In extending lis 
tlsefulnesN. In the laugUHiie of an eminent 
otilxeti, ■' Wnen the comiuon school syNtera 
Khali have unloldtMl lis va«t puwent, when a 
corps of irmni-fi and t itiicaled leuclmru lo nap- 
ply nil Its ilemiiiiils Nliiill liuve taken I he field ; 
when the text books used lu the schoolN khull 
be wisely sele led, and the school house l)ullt 
upon tUe moHt approved model; whe 
Its protection and progress sbuU lie the 
the tirtt object of the government— then will 
all Its mlgbiy agencies for good bi lelt, the 
public mind reflned and enllgbtened. labor 
elevated, patriotism purifled, enr republican 
form of government fixed on ma Immataltle 
basis, and the people crowned with lie bene- 
flis and blessings." 

The public school system of to-day rests 
upon a much more elevated platform than It 
did twenty ytais aga It Is now more iener> 
ally snpportMl by the people, Is the property 
of tbe people and In It tbey bave the deepest 
interest upon the ground that It <» an lastliu- 
tlon essential togoodcltlsensblp, to tbe peaee 
and order of society and tbe safety and prea- 
ervatlon of tbe State. Through tbe agency of 
these schools every child, wbeo ef sufBoleut 
age, may receive at least that elementary 
training which sliall qualify hira lor exercis- 
ing the rIghlH and performing tbe duties of 
cilizensblii 

This being the condition of our public edu- 
CHlional sysleiii,lt Oeeoroes every good cltl- 
/,eu to foster and lo eii<'ourns{e our scIiooIn In 
every way possllile, and he who cliarnes any 
cll'/.eii,of sullli ieiit nmlurlty lo (•iisl a vote, 
with lielnj< njijinsed to Iho puhl ic Schools, In- 
sults bis owu common seiiM' and utters a 
slander against me person so charged. 

Tbere are three Important factors In the 
management and conduct of our county 
sohoolH; KliNl, the Huperlutendeut. HIh office 
IK one of the most Important and responsible 
lu the Htale. He should be capable of lead- 
ing, directing, encouraging, strengtbenlug 
and elevating the teacDers of tbe county 
schools over which he presides, feoond, the 
scbool trustees. This offloe Is one ol tbe moat 
taonorable and responsible positions con- 
nected with the seboois. Tbe beat men In a 
district should be oboeea for this ofllee— tbey 
sbould be representative men; publlo-splrlied, 
progressive and Intelligent, and having a blgb 
appreciation of their duties. Tbey are the 
lleutenanta of the Bnpertntendent, and tbe 
emoleney of his work may be greatly pro- 
moted through their aid. Our State law de- 
fines very clearly their duties, and tbey should 
make It a matter of oonsolenoe to see that 
tbey are discharged faithfully. Tbltdt tl 
teachers. It has been said aptly, tbat next to 
the minister of Uod the teacher is the most 
Important figure moving on tbe stage of our 
secular and social llie. He trains tbe young 
miudH and hearts, and tlius becomes the first 
lieutenant of the parents In every liom«' in the 
laml. 11 In character sliould lie without stain 
or hieiiiish, his Intellltieiice of the hlghesi 
order, his teiii|HT aud manners kiud, cour- 
teous and ^eiiliil, and hU beariUK fully 
ei|tud In tlie reijuireinents ol llie high and re. 
KJlon'■ll^le ^iitle.s Imposed upon htm. The 
teacher has lunal rights, and Is vested with 
h'Kai power and authoi lt.v lo nialnli<ln order. 
As order Is said lo be tbe first law^of heaven. 
It is terlMlnl.v none tbe less ho of the achool 
room, lie must require regularity lu at- 
tendance upon the sessions of the school ; 
this In a matter of ureal imporlanee to tbe 
general welfare of tbe school. While the 
school In free to all, its privileges luust not be 
abused by one or a few t..rdy scholars to the 
binderauce of those wbo are prompt, and uo 
irregularity In this or any other observance 
of the requirements of ;a school should be 
allowed. 

Teachers I your calling la a most noble one, 
and it deserves to be belter rewarded than It 



la. It ia laaMMtable that tbe pr o l wale n does 
not oflsr mere Indoeement peenelertly, «o 
tbat you could be Justlfled la making leach- 
ing your lift work. I trust tbe day la not far 
distant when the profisslon of tea^agwlil 
beastnvlilDg Id a pecuniary polotof view as 
any of the oiber learned professions. Tbere 
Is no valid reason why It sbould not. 

As to metbods of teaeblng, It becomes me 
lo speak modestly t>eloresucb an Intelilgeni 
aud experleiiced hu. Hence and I shall make 
only a paasing reference. 1 urge upon you lo 
U ui n from the greatest aud most profoand 
thinker of modern ilines-Herl)ert Bpencer- 
He tellN us that educHlion should procetd 
from the oouorete lo tlie uh>lract— 'rom the 
simple to the complex— a theory which bas 
been practically el ucidatedhy MaofScer.Ollen- 
doifl and Iheir imitators. Herbrt Hpeucer 
saya tbat aramiuur which Is based upon 
abstract principles should not la- reijulred as 
oneof the esrly studies. Moos. Marcel says, 
" It may wlibout hesitation be afhrmed tiial 
grammar Is not the stepptag stone, lail the 
flolshiDg iDstrument," Mr. Wysesays ,Urain- 
mar and syntax are a collection of laws and 
ralas. Kulesare gathered from practice; Ibey 
are tbs re«uli« of induction to which we come 
by long observation and comparison of facts. 
Tbe metbod of written exercises in examin- 
ation Is ot great value. Tbey reveal to pupils 
their degs l eB e las and acquaiat tbam with 
the asearear and pcnaaaeney of their 
knowledfa. and thsir ability to express In 
wriUag whatthar have labored to acquire. 
Thar lamMi leaebeie with the desired in- 
iorasatlOB eoaeeralag ihe kaowledge or 
IgDoiaaee of ibair paplls ef the anbfects 
pufsaed. I an glad to know tbat ihia exercise 
Is In general use la our sehooto and I bope It 
will be encouraged and SBalntained. I place a 
high estimate upon tbe weekly or monthly 
reports— yon will find them a most healthful 
stimulus to your pupils and I bope you 
will enforce tbeir use. Require thoronghDess 
in iheir lessons from your pupils. Kn- 
coiira>.;e a spirit ol Investigation aud Inquiry 
on llie part ol yoiu sriinlais, iiinl, above nil, 
teach them to tliliil< Inilepenilenl ly. If you 
Ciiii not pini iiie Irx' linnl<s witlioul quesllons, 
diMiird tlie.se ijin-liniis Iraiiie your owu, 
and reijiiiie yniir | iipiN lo i;ive tlieir an,.weis 
in their own wnnN. .\ trw wnids, ti. foie I 
close, resjiirdiiiK my oirn'i.i: diidi-^ ami li.e 
relation Delween us.
